COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Trade on 
Commercial Intelligence was held at 7, Whitehall Gardens, London, 
S.W., on 6th July. Sir H. Llewellyn Smith presided, and there were 
also present: Lord Avebury, Sir F. Forbes Adam, Sir A. E. Bateman, 
Mr. H. Birchenough, Mr. F. Brittain, Mr. G. H. Cox, Mr. T. Craig- 
Brown, Mr. C. A. Harris, Sir T. W. Holderness, Sir H. W. Just, Mr. A.

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HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His Majesty’s Commercial Attachés 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

“ Board of Trade Journal” of 8th June relative to the state of trade 
in the Johannesburg market, the following statement has been 
received at the office of H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa 
from a reliable source :— 

It is undoubtedly true that last season there were some cases of 
overbuying in the Johannesburg market, but they were insufficient to 
cause anxiety, as the retail demand is good enough to right matters 
in that respect. Enquiries made at leading retail stores, both of 
grocery and soft goods, go to show that returns are being maintained 
and in many cases increased.

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Much misconception has arisen through the advent of too many 
new agents to the market. They, not having made a connection 
among buyers, naturally often ascribe their want of orders to a slump 
in the market. On the other hand, this increase of competition must 
have affected the returns of some of the older agents, and thus added 
to the general impression as to the depressed condition of trade. 

One of the most serious factors in the situation, however, is certainly 
the facility with which firms of little standing or with little capital 
can obtain lengthy credit from oversea houses.

Egypt, Alexandria—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Alexandria (Mr. E. H. Mulock) on the trade of 
that district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

The cash on delivery system is expanding yearly, and in view of the 
fact that the United Kingdom only began to use it on Ist June, 1908, 
it is satisfactory to note that the British share of arrivals has risen from 
3 to 9 per cent. of a total that has increased from 44,170 parcels in 
1908 to 55,400 parcels in 1909 and 63,709 parcels in 1910. It is to 
be hoped that more British firms will advertise their goods for cash on 
delivery in Egypt in the local Press, as this has met with marked success.

Congo State, Katanga.— The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Vice-Consul in the Katanga (Mr. G. B. Beak) on the trade 
of that district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

One or two hints on the methods by which manufacturers and 
shippers may best get into touch with settlers and native buyers 
in the Katanga may not be out of place. These methods fall roughly 
under two headings—agencies and advertisement. lor some commo- 
dities the most suitable agent would be areliable, strong, progressive 
wholesale firm. Such firms are comparatively numerous throughout 
South Africa and in Rhodesia. For other commodities the best results 
would probably be obtainabie through the services of an energetic 
and respectable manufacturer’s agent. In some cases the latter may 
require a guarantee fora certain or an indefinite period, especially 
where an article is unknown and a demand has to be created. This 
is not unreasonable, and, if the prospects justify it and the right 
man is obtainable, it should not be refused. 1t costs money to come 
into a new territory and introduce new brands of goods. 

Catalogues and circulars should be printed in both English and 
French, and weights, measures and prices should be given in the 
metric as well as in the British system. Agents employed should be 
thoroughly conversant with both languages. Goods should be quoted 
f.o.r. at Port Elizabeth, Beira or Sakania, the station immediately 
north of the Katanga frontier.

Spain._-The following information is from the report by the Third 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid (Mr. T. Lyons) on the trade of 
Spain in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

H.M. Embassy are frequently approached by British firms with the 
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request that representations may be made to the Spanish Government 
with a view to reducing the duty on some article of British manu- 
facture exported to Spain. ‘This request is sometimes based on the 
opinion that the present classification of the article in question is 
unfair and renders its exportation to Spain unprofitable. ‘he Spanish 
tariff being in part designedly protective, this argument would clearly 
carry no weight with the Customs authorities, and the support of the 
Kmbassy cannot be extended except to firms who found their com- 
plaints on some surer ground. 

Where definite proof can be brought forward that the Spanish 
tariff has been interpreted unjustly or to the detriment of British 
as compared with other foreign commerce, a legitimate ground of 
complaint is furnished. Products may, through a misconception on 
the part of the authorities as to their ingredients or component parts, 
be classified under an article which the manufacturer knows not to be 
the right one. An analysis should then be demanded and will, in 
most cases, be readily granted by the Director-General of Customs.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JUNE, 1911.* 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for June, 1911, when compared with those 
for June, 1910, show increases in the value of the Exports of the 
Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom, and of the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of 
the Imports into the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in June was 51,105,889/., a decrease 
of 3,523,928/., or 6°5 per cent., as compared with June, 1910; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 44,866,538/., an increase of 
1,683,241. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of 1,313,496/., or 3°8 per cent., as com- 
pared with June, 1910; whilst there is an increase of 369,745/., 
or 44: per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA PROTECTORATE. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Chief of Customs, 
Mombasa, copies of certain Rules which have 
been made under the “ Hast African Railway 
Ordinance, 1910,” regarding the proposed working 
of the wharves and sheds of the Railway’s Pier

These rules, which have been made by the 
Uganda Railway Administration in conjunction with the Customs 
Department, lay down, inter alia, the following charges for goods 
entering and leaving the Port through the railway wharves :— 
Imported Goods.—6 cts. per 100 lbs., or part thereof, with a 
maximum charge of Rs. 1.25 per ton, or part thereof— 
minimum charge, 10 cts. 
Exported Goods.—4 cts. per 100 lbs., or part thereof, with a 
maximum charge of 75 cts. per ton, or part thereof— 
minimum charge, 5 cts.

The above charges will include cranage and: landing by the Rail- 
way Administration : — 

In the case of imports : from when they have been delivered by the 
landing contractors at the door of the sheds until passed into trucks 
or delivered to consignee in the import shed. 

In the case of exports: from delivery to the railway until they have 
been put into the lighters. 

The Rules further provide that in order to facilitate the clearance 
through the Customs of goods imported it is necessary that the invoice 
and bills of entry shall show clearly, in addition to the tale weight 
or measure of goods for Customs purposes, the gross weight of 
packages for the purpose of collecting wharfage dues. 

In the case of exports, the gross weight of packages must be shown 
on the export bill of entry. 

The Chief of Customs at Mombasa points out that when a consign- 
ment of one class of goods such as whiskey, condensed milk, &c.—the 
units of which approximate in weight to each other—the gross weight 
of a single package and the gross weight of the consignment should 
be given separately. 

The Customs Administration also invite shippers of goods to mark 
on the packages the gross weight in pounds in order to facilitate the 
collection of the wharfage charges.

NYASALAND PROTECTORATE. 


The “ Nyasaland Government Gazette” of 31st May last contains the 

; text of the ‘“‘Game Ordinance, 1911” (No. 2 of 

Game a eng 1911), which was assented to by the Governor of 
the Nyasaland Protectorate on 12th May last. 

Under this Ordinance, it is provided, inter alia, that no person 
shall export, or attempt to export, from the Protectorate for sale the 
various parts of certain specified animals and birds,* unless the same 
have been kept in a domesticated state. 

The exportation for sale of elephant ivory or hippopotamus tusks 
which have been lawfully obtained is allowed, but the exportation of 
ivory obtained in contravention of the ‘“‘ Game Regulations,” or any 
elephant tusk weighing less than 11 Ibs. or any piece of ivory which 
formed part of a tusk under 11 lbs. in weight, is prohibited, provided 
that the Governor may authorise the exportation of ivory belonging 
to the Government. 

The Ordinance, which also lays down certain regulations regarding 
game reserves, licences for killing or hunting game, repeals the 
‘““Game Regulations, 1902,” except under certain specified conditions.

Under these Rules, which amend the Quarantine Rules of 1908, it 
is provided that no person shall bring any dog into any Settlement 
either from another Settlement or from a place outside the Colony, 
unless a permit is first obtained from the Veterinary Officer of the 
Settlement into which the dog is to be brought, or from such officer 
as may be empowered to issue such permit. 

In granting such permit, the Veterinary Officer may, in his 
discretion, impose such conditions as to observations as may be con- 
sidered necessary, and may require the dog on landing to be detained 
in quarantine for a period not exceeding 3 months.

GERMANY—JAPAN. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
information to the effect that a new Commercial 
Treaty between the German Empire and Japan 
was signed at Berlin on the 24th June and 
approved by the Bundesrat on the 28th. The ratifications are to be 
exchanged at Tokio as soon as possible, and the Treaty is to come 
into force on the 17th July. It is understood that after the exchange 
of ratifications the text of the ‘Treaty will be published immediately. 

The ‘ Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung” for the 30th June 
publishes official information with regard to the Treaty, on which 
the following account of its provisions is based. 

The Treaty is concluded for a period of twelve years, and (unless 
denounced on the 16th July, 1922), is to remain in force, after the 
expiration of that period, until one year after denunciation. 

It provides that the commerce of the two countries may not 
(apart from the usual exceptions) be hampered by any prohibitions 
on importation, exportation, or transit, and grants full liberty to 
nationals of the two Contracting Parties in respect of (1) travel; 
(2) trade in all goods permitted by the laws of the respective countries; 
and (3) the purchase by merchants of goods, either personally or

exempt from compulsory military service in the territories of the 
other. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is reciprocally accorded in respect of 
(1) all matters relating to settlement, the exercise of professions and 
the carrying out of industrial undertakings; (2) the acquisition of 
landed property (on condition of reciprocity and under certain 
limitations) ; (3) the possession and transfer of personal property inter 
vivés or after death ; (4) taxation ; (5) the carrying on of business by 
limited liability, insurance and similar companies (which, if having a 
legal status in the territory of one of the Contracting Parties, are to 
be recognised in the other); (6) tonnage, transit, canal, harbour, 
pilot, light and other dues on ships; and (7) all matters concerning 
trade, navigation and commerce, in so far as the Treaty does not 
expressly provide to the contrary. 

The Treaty further provides for national treatment in respect of 
matters of navigation (with the exception that coasting trade can 
be reserved, though in respect of this each Party can claim most- 
favoured-nation treatment) and also in respect of the berthing, 
loading and unloading of ships. 


A special Customs Agreement has also been concluded, which is to come 
into force on the 17th July, and is to remain in 
pee mann force until the 3lst December, 1917, or, if not 
Bt denounced one year previous to that date, until 
one year after denunciation. | 
The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treatment in 
respect of import duties, and for national treatment as regards 
internal taxes on imported goods. Two Schedules annexed to the 
Agreement specify, respectively, the rates of Customs duty to be 
levied on certain classes of goods of German origin on importation 
into Japan, and on certain classes of goods of Japanese origin on 
importation into Germany. Particulars of these duties are given in 
Statements A and B below, and so far as the rates fixed represent 
reductions of the rates of the new Japanese ‘“‘ General ” Tariff and the 
existing German Tariff, such reduced duties will be applicable to 
imports into Japan and Germany from the United Kingdom. 

The Agreement further provides that no additional duties in respect 
of indirect importation (surtawes d’entrepét) are to be levied, and that 
in future no certificates of origin shall as a general rule be required, 
except when they appear necessary in connection with the admission 
of goods at reduced Treaty rates. Japanese and German Consuls are 
competent to issue certificates of origin, but in the case of goods 
exported from a place where there is no Consul, certificates of origin 
issued by competent authorities may be accepted, |

The Board are also in receipt, through the same channel, of copy of 
Tariff Treatment further Circular respecting the Customs treat- 
of Safety ment to be accorded to safety valves and apparatus 
Apparates for when belonging to machines imported in separate 
Sitio Be parts. Notes to Nos. 526 and 634 ter of the 
— Tariff provide that safety valves and other safety 
apparatus, not attached to the boilers, &c., to which they belong, are 
to pay duty separately, but the Circular provides that, notwithstanding 
this rule, such apparatus may be dutiable at the same rate as the 
machine to which they belong, provided— 

(1) That the safety apparatus, &c., is presented to the Customs at 
the same time as the parts of the machine to which it is to be fitted ; 
and 

(2) That the parts of the machine imported with such apparatus 
are specially prepared to have the latter fitted on. 

When the place where such apparatus should be fitted to the motor 
or boiler is not specially indicated, the apparatus in question is to pay 
duty separately at the proper rate. 





SWITZERLAND, 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
Damage to Goods information to the effect that the Swiss Customs 
ientetn Geehions Department has recently republished a notice, 
rn. ea dated the 28th June, 1898, pointing out, in view 
' of the fact that they often receive claims for loss 
of, or damage to, goods in connection with the examination at the 
Customs house, that by virtue of Article 23 of the Customs Law of 
the 28th June, 1898, and of the regulations issued for its enforce- 
ment, it is the duty of the conducteur de la marchandise, 1.¢., the 
forwarding agent of the goods, and not of Customs officials, to look 
after the unloading and re-loading of cases of goods and luggage 
which have to be submitted to Customs inspection, and their opening 
unpacking, repacking, weighing, and transport to and from the 
Customs house. Only consignments sent through the post are 

opened and closed by Customs officials. 
Except in the case of goods sent by parcels post, therefore, claims 
for loss of, or damage to, goods should not be addressed to the 
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Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations.

The cost of 
that class of work has considerably increased since the estimate was 
made, and the sum would now probably reach 5,000,000/., and the 
total cost, for Western Australia and Queensland as well as the other 
two States, might be fully 8,000,000/. The length of the lines of the 
various gauges in use in the Commonwealth at present is as follows :— 
7,000 miles of 3 ft. 6 ins. gauge, 4,000 miles of 5 ft. 3 ins. gauge, and 
3,600 miles of 4 ft.

URUGUAY. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Minister in 
Uruguay on the trade of that Republic in 1910, which will shortly be

In last year’s report reference was made (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17th November, 1910, p. 333) to an 
ambitious project put forward by an ex-diplomatist 
of the United States for constructing a deep-water 
la Coronilla, ang Pot 4 Punta de la Coronilla, on the Atlantic 
of Railway thither seaboard, and a railway from that port running 
oamee diagonally across the Republic to Santa Rosa, 

ruUsuaY: where it would connect with the Brazilian railway 
system through Cuareim and with the Argentine system through 
Monte Caseros. The promoters of this project propose also to plant 
agricultural colonies at various points where there is land suitable for 
the purpose and to establish steamboat services on the Laguna 
Merim. This great railway and port construction project is under 
favourable consideration, and it seems likely that in course of time it 
will be realised. Should this be the case it will undoubtedly greatly 
benefit the country and the existing British railways, to which it 
would act as a feeder. The ocean port of Coronilla would be 
constructed to accommodate the largest ocean-going steamers, and if 
the present intentions of the promoters of the project are realised the 
new port will possess advantages superior to those of the port of 
Montevideo, and become the principal port of call of ships trading 
with Uruguay and the important Brazilian province of Rio Grande. 
In this connection it is interesting to note that during the year 1910 
there passed, it is said, within view of Coronilla 8,250 ocean-going 
vessels carrying a foreign commerce with Uruguay, Argentina and 
Paraguay of the estimated value of 880,000,000 dols. (187,000,0007.).

‘“‘mwoka,” commenced in August last year, and was 

Clove Crop. finished by the end of September ; that of the after- 

math, or “ mvuli,” was completed by the middle of 

February, 1911. Both crops were unusually small, consequently no 

outside labour was required, and the price of cloves reached an 

unusually high figure, viz., 1l. 1s. 10d. per frasila of 35 lbs., the 
highest recorded since 1903. 

There are already everywhere signs of an unusually heavy crop 
in 1911-12, for the picking of which it will be necessary to procure 
labour either from Zanzibar or the coast. Arrangements are already 
being made with that object. 





RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports that 
Beet Crop according to the Russian Excise Department the 
Conditions total area under beet on Ist/14th June was 717,137 

dessiatines (about 1,936,270 acres), as compared 
with 615,323 dessiatines (about 1,661,372 acres) at the same date in 
the previous year. ‘l'he general condition of the beet crop was not so 
favourable as last year; 35°9 per cent. of the area sown was in “ good” 
condition as compared with 52°8 per cent. in 1910 and 33°7 per cent. 
in 1909, and 44 per cent. in “ satisfactory ” condition as against 35:3 per 
cent. in 1910; while 13°8 per cent. was classed as “‘ unsatisfactory ” and 
7°3 per cent, as in “ bad” condition, as compared with 8°9 per cent. and 
2°8 per cent. respectively in the previous year. The absence of rain in 

April and the first half of May, followed by abundant rain and hail 

storms in the second half of the latter month, affected the growth and 

development of the beet very unfavourably, especially in the Govern- 
ments of Volhynia and Podolsk.

Attention is further called to the fact that the first volume of the 
“Annual Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with 
Foreign Countries and British Possessions” for the year 1910 has 
been issued, and may be purchased* at a cost of 5s. 2d. This 
publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive 
information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in 
the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from 
and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade 
of the United Kingdom with each foreign country and British 
Possession, and of the trade at each port of the United Kingdom ; 
and the third volume a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures 
of Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports 
and countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A 
supplementary volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars 
will be given as mentioned above, on the same basis as_ those 
published (up to the year 1908) in the first two volumes. By 
this means it will be possible to trace the details of the differences 
resulting from the change of system for a further limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since lst April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NoTtEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
